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DEER MANAGEMENT 


The deer resource is estimated at 350,000 animals and steadily increasing. Over 900,000 days of hunting 
recreation are provided for 160,000 licensed deer hunters. Nearly 45,000 deer are harvested providing over 3 
million pounds of quality wild game meat. With a larger provincial herd, more recreational hunting 
opportunities can be provided by increasing tag quotas, expanding seasons and creating new seasons. These 
measures will increase harvest levels. The provincial policy is to hold deer densities at planned population 
levels below the carrying capacity of the range. This will sustain the healthy condition of the animals and 
avoid dramatic changes in deer numbers usually associated with overpopulation. 


Seasons 


There are some noteworthy changes in seasons for 1991. These include season extensions in some 
controlled hunts and new or expanded archery seasons. Please consult the 1991 deer season table on pages 
5 and 6 for details.
